A decade has brought no solution. 
The probability is that most of the.se 
men died during epidemics that swept 
the world during the last stages of 
the war. and that failure to record 
their deaths wa.s due to some lault 
fairly natural at the time. 
A number of former German pris­ 
oners of war in Prance joined the 
Foreign Legion. Quite a number of 
the 51,213 “lost” prisoners in Russia 
are believed to have settled in some 
part of the Soviet Union.

friends are w ith us again in increased 
numbers. 
The swallows are liable to 
drop down out of the sky any time; 
and the wu’eiis will breeze in, in a I 
few weeks, with their cheerful greet­ 
ings. 
It is fitting and proper to in­ 
quire, what are w’e going to do to 
make their stay more pleasant and 
profitable to us both; to discuss ways 
and means of doing so. 
Or will we 
allow the fsimily cat, or cats, to con­ 
tinue eating up too large a share of 
the young birds th a t are hatched 
out; or will we fail to provide suit­ 
able homes for the young wrens, blue 
birds, chickadees 
and 
nuthatches, 
th at will come into the world, and 
are so valuable to us. 
It is safe to say th a t over half of 
the young birds hatched ai’ound the 
farm homes, go for cat feed. 
Cats cannot be blamed for changing 
from chewing their m eat out of some 
tough old r a t’s hide: to young and 
tender birds at the first opixriiunity. 
But we can be blamed for allowing 
them to do so, unrestrained. 
While nothing I may say or a d ­ 
vise may lessen the num ber of cats, 
or deter the superstitious from ab an ­ 
doning their cats evei*y time they 
move; to become half wild ones; very 
destructive to young birds; as w'ell 
as half starved mongrel dog.s. 
M ay­ 
be I can suggest w ays ihat by which 
their usefulness can even be increas­ 
ed, and m any young birds saved, by 
confining them during the day and 
allowing them to h u n t at will at 
night, when the young birds are com­ 
ing off. 
I have found a large chicken coop 
i with a wire front; no floor, with a 
warm dry place to sleep; Is adm ir­ 
able for this purpose. 
This is no 
hardship to the cats; who do mast 
of their hunting at night, when young 
birds are not available; who are ble.ss- 
ed with sharp eyes, th a t can see more 
th an a “stim e” on the darkest night. 
The well fed and cared for dogs 
seldom do any harm . 
But the starv­ 
ed mongrel, who roams the country 
in search of something to eat; gobble 
dowTi great num bers of young ground 
nesting birds. 
It m ay seem hard, 
but it Is best to shoot them, and wild 
stray cats on sight.
